Dr. Boris P. Babkin To Ad- 
i . dress Biological Society 

Meeting Scheduled For Next 
Wednesday Evening 

rp'HE Biological Society will be priv- 
llegod in presenting next Wcdncs- 
dcy night, as tho second speaker in the 
leurrent series of lectures, Dr. Boris 
P. Babkin, Research Professor of 
Physiology at McGiit. who will deliver 
an address on "Instincts from a 
Physiological Point of View." The 
problem of instincts has long been 
studied, and is extremely complicated 
to deal with. it. has been approached 
from many different points of view, 
each school of thought maintaining 
strongly their explanation on the ques- 
tion or phenomenon. However. Dr. 
Baokin will analyse the question from 
a purely physiological point or view. 

Physiologists today look upon the 
instinct as a complicated inborn reflex 
—a reflex of a very peculiar nature. 
This mechanism has been termed the 
"chain-reflex," so called because the 
end of one reflex action acts as a 
stimulus, to excite another reflex ac- 
tion. The rclntion of the hemispheres 
to tho sub cortical region, an Important 
consideration in the study of the in- 
stincts will also be treated by the 
speaker. 

.Student of Pavlov 

Dr. Babkin is an emhicnt physiolo- 
gist who is especially well known for 
his research work In the fields of tho 
gastro-intcstlnal tract, and the central 
nervous system. He Is a graduate of 
the St. Petersburg Military Academy, 
where lie received tho degree of M.I). 
He was a pupil and assistant of the 
renowned Pavlov for 10 years. Later 
he was appointed Professor of Physio- 
logy at the University of Odessa. In 
1022 he left Russia, and went to Lon- 
don, where he worked for the Medical 
Research Council for two years. Fol- 
lowing this ho assumed the Prorcspor- 
ship of Physiology at Dalhousie Uni- 
versity, up until lO'J-S, when he came 
to McGill as Research Professor of 
Physiology,

Team Appears Back In Trim 
For Harvard And Aces 
Next Week — Huve Come 
Out Of Slump 

AGAINST the first American 
™ college team to visit the 
forum this year McGill piled 
up its largest score last night 
when the Redmen skated, play- 
ed, and passed through the 
Dartmouth sextette to finish 
fifteen goals to the good at 16- 
1. With Craig taking Pid- 
cock's place and the Hall-Walk- 
er-Perowne line called up. the 
Bellmen did not let up oncei 

during the. three full periods. Five 
goals were scored first poriod, seven 
the second and the boys topped off the 
last with four, 

Surprise (ioal In Second 
Tonnant In the McGill nets, had 
scarcely a hard shot to stop In the en- 
tire game. Jn the first period the 
Dartmouth men only got In onco to 
shoot on tho goal. Taking a swat at 
the puck which was lying just Inside 
the blue line, Clark scored the Dart- 
mouth goal, by lifting tho puck through 
a maze of legs to lodge high in the 
corner of the net. • 

Crosby was tho high scorer, shoot- 
ing four goals and one assist, and Duff 
added six points to his scoring record 
with five assists and one goal. Craig 
the latest of Bell's proteges from tho 
Junior ranks, figured in the first goal 
when he passed to Russ McComicll for 
a goal four minutes after the opening. 
His total was 3 goals and 1 assist. 

Three htousand spectators watched 
Crosby and Crutchfleld give the Dart- 
mouth lads a three goal set back in 
the first period. ^Thc two men worked 
together well in tho first chnptcr, but 
Gordic injured 'his thumb early In tho 
second, which put tho damper oh his 
scoring power. 

Tonnant Cut 
Dave Tennant had McGill fans wor- 
ried in the last period, when a high 
stick knocked him out for a few min- 
utes. It was feared that his nose was 
broken, but the Injury was only a cut 
which did not stop his playing. 

Tho McGlll offensive monopolized 
tho second perlod.'At fulrly regular in- 
tervals the score rose by seven points. 
Beginning with Kile's solo at the outset 
the boys kept up a steady scries of 
raids on the Indian's tepec which con- 
tinued to the last half mlnuto of the 
period when Hall, passed Coding on 
a pass from Walker. 

In that period, nfler McGill had 
stolen a couple on the Hanover aggre- 
gation, Dartmouth sent down a five- 
man attack. Melklejohn and MacKay 
broko up the play, Gut in the shinny 
which followed, Clark's stick found the 
puck after Foster had almost knocked 
It past tho bluo line, and tho burly 
centre batted it off tho Ice through the 
melee for a goul. 

McGill Punch Hack 
The Redmen were al no timo hard 
pressed, but nevertheless they seemed 
to have a lot of their old punch back 
with them last night. McGlll had the 
puck moat, of the time and did most 
of tho play, Tho lines were not 
changed very often, and they did not 
seem over-tlrcd after the game. This 
Is a hopeful note for the coming play- 
offs. Since the last gaino with the 
Royals about a month ago, the tcum 
has appeared worn out. Gravo doubts 
have been entertained that their stren- 
uous schedule would tire them for the 
crucial games next week. After last 
night many of those doubts have van- 
ished. Harvard is next!

struction in anti-poison gas methods 
would ^appear to be superfluous. Ho 
o^.'crcd another piece of information on 
Pin subject when he suggested that a 
truly effective gas mask would havo to 
cover the whole body, in order to coun- 
teract the II! effects or those gases 
which attack and burn the skin. 

B. J. C. Hubcnrt, Secretary of the 
Mcdicnl Undergraduates Society» was 
most emphatic in hts disavowal of" the 
whole Idea. "Absolute'y foolish," was 
his comment. "It reeks of militarist 
propaganda, and we havo too much of 
that now." 

On the other hand. Wallace Walford. 
Dental student, considers it a fine idea. 
"The time will come," he said, "when, 
despite anything the Students' Peace 
Movement may discuss or even do. 
there will be a cry'ng need for doctors 
here In Canada who know how Id treat 
poison gas victims. Mark my words, 
you who scoff today will somodaj bo 
exceedingly grateful to Col. Lafieche for 
his suggestion." 

Prcsty Robb, Medical student and 
star snap of Senior Rugby Team last 
fall, offered another opinion. "It wo 
medical students can reconcile our con- 
sciences to partaking in war, we should 
certainly be trained In combatting posou 
gas. The whole matter, however, docs 
appear to be little less than unwarrant- 
ed militarist propaganda." 

Harold Weber. President of the 
Arts, Undergraduates Society, freely ad- 
mitted that he knew very little about 
Medicine. However, he docs know a 
little about Biology; and In his opinion, 
a gas mask should certainly be provided 
for all students taking a Biology lab. 
especially when they aro working on 
dogfish which have been decomposing 
for some three days. Someone alse in 
the Union suggested that the Bology 
lecture room could also bo improved, 
either by repairing the leaky roof or 
supplying each student with a bathing 
suit.

Pending the formation of committees 
In each faculty, the petition will be 
available for any individual desiring to 
circulate them at tho desk In Strath- 
cona Hall. Plans for the petition will 
be discussed at a special luncheon 
meeting at one o'clock tomorrow In 
Strathcona Hall. At this meeting the 
committee and representatives of tho 
faculties are expected to attend. 

Reports coming In from other points 
indicate that the petition Is being re- 
ceived with considerable Interest. At 
Bishop's College tho petition was cir- 
culated^ a debate Tuesday. At Uni- 
versity of Montreal Î5 to S5 per cent 
of tho student body is expected to sign 
tho petition, according to reporls of 
the student executive. 
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Honour System 



SINCE an editorial first appeared in an 
American college newspaper several 
years ago, proposing the abolition of the 
. "watchdog" system, at examinations, in 
favour of the honour system, there has 
been a gradual movement in many Amer- 
ican Universities to adopt this suggestion. 
With this has grown up a system of '"Stu- 
dent Courts'', Tribunals and other student 
judicial bodies of the same nature, to deal 
with students who have violated their code 
of honour, both to their fellow students, 
and to their university. 

* This departure from the standard way 
of conducting examinations has been decid- 
edly successful, judging from the increasing 
number of Universities that are adopting 
the honour system. Such a step at McGill, 
would add much to the prestige and respect 
of the Student Body, and would do away 
With a system, which we believe can be 
scrapned with no detrimental effects to the 
examination system, as such. 

Honour "is a virtue, which the average 
student at the University today is endowed 
with, if his true motive at the University 
h higher education. If it be otherwise, and 
1 h e so'e motive be to pass the examina- 
f ens, an attempt at cheating during exam- 
cations would be quickly dispelled from 
his mind, if he knew that violation of this 
code of honour, would mean disgrace in 
the eyes J)f his fellow students, through a 
recom nidation of the Student Body to 
the Bosrd of Governors, of expulsion from 
the UnSersity. or some other form of cast- 
ing shame on the student. 

The'vigilator has long been a source of 
much annoyance to most students during 
examination time, what with his continual 
prowling up and down the aisles, and the 
"changing of shifts" during the course of 
the examination period. Often the student 
is afraid to lift his eyes from his paper for 
a moment to think, for fear that the vigil- 
ator might mistake his intentions. This 
source of disturbance may seem rather 
trivial, at present, but is magnified con- 
siderably during the examination when the 
tension of the nervous system is exagger- 
ated considerably. 



Your Prejudices 
And Mine 



ONE of the most delightful things about 
a generally de'ightful world is the fact 
that most people therein are violently bias- 
ed one "way or the other though they con- 
fess to their friends the complete boredom 
which besets them in living. This mere 
ennui is itself a species of prejudice. But 
ordinarily the prejudices of people lake 
more colourful forms than that of disin- 
terest, and those forms sparkle and glare 
in the full sun of everyday controversy as 
they do nowhere else. But, alas, while 
everyone is entitled to x and should have, 
some type of pet prejudice for the spice 
that is thereby added to life, one of the 
chief qualifications necessary for the ap- 
preciation of and cultivation of one's pre- 
judice is to recognize it as such. Now there 
are a few people — in fact they are not so 
few when it comes to a showdown, they 
are altogether too plentiful — whose pre- 
judices take on such vehemence that they 
become personal plagues and social evils. 
Of this category, the conscientious objector 
is probably the worst, but he is followed 
closely by those gentlemen whose purpose 
is to defend either race or religion. They 
do so with such vigour that one is appalled 
as well as pleased, but with such one-sided- 
jiess that one is disgusted. A sure way to 
lose out is to defend, or attack, with little 
humour and in a sermonizing sanctimonious 
manner. We have been conscious' of a 
certain aurora of criticism that slopes to- 
wards this category in respect to the lasji 
Old Boys' Mock Parliament held by the 
McGill Debating Union. It is not that we 
guarrel with the issue but we do take ex- 
ception, strong execution, to the soirit. 

A choleric incapacity for looking over 
the fence must lead 'inevitably to disaster 
of a most sudden and chaotic nature. Let 
our opponents mend their fences by looking 
over theapu j

r ^HK blight bliie-and-while cover of thut magazine, 
(subtitled "A Venture In Opinion") which has 
made Its monthly appearance on the campus over 
the week-end, is consistent with the spirit of the ma- 
terial within. Th-. Editorial Hoard of the Student 
Christian Movement has made a wise and much- 
needed change from the old formal to this cheerful 
up-to-date one, on smooth Sl^xEJ paper which per- 
mits full use of half-tono cuts. The Canadian Stu- 
dent, as Hie only national undergraduate publication, 
now has a chance to equal Its American rival, "The 
lntcrcolleglan", and gain a circulation in keeping 
with Its worth. 

While the theme of this Icsuc ie obviously 
"Ucllefs", the outstanding contributor is Nell Mor- 
rison, prominent graduate student ut McUlll and 
S.Ç.M, secretary, who writes on the results of the 
recent malentendu with Université de Montreal stu- 
dents. Morrison wus one of the delegation which 
arranged a rapprochement with the Montreal Stu- 
dents' Council, and he tells of the effcot of these 
conversations on him, as a Westerner: 

"It was a lesson to mo in the need for under- 
standing, knowledge and tolerance to meet thooc 
French students, to attend a meeting of their stu- 
dent council and to spend long hours with «orne of 
them discussing our common problems and our dif- 
ferences, 1 came to realize that my ideas about 
French-Canadian students were mostly préjudices. 
I found them concerned about problem", religious, 
social and economic. They are much more staunch 
Canadians than most of us. They art concerned 
about keeping Canada out of war. -and they may 
prove to be the strongest forco for peace in this 
country, In the end. They will not succumb to the 
blare of trumpets and the spurious patriotism of pro- 
pagandists. Hepeatedly they say, 'First we must be 
Canadians'. And I am convinced that they are in- 
terested In maintaining democracy; but they must 
be kept on our side and not forced Into the arms 
of those reactionary elements Whfch are working, 
among the French." 

Dr. A. S. Tuttle, Principal of St. Stephens Col- 
lege, Edmonton, and Professor John MacLeod of 
Emmanuel College, Toronto, both "give 1?er£ theolo- 
gical expositions of the nature of Belief. The theme 
of both is contained in these two scntenpes by the 
former: "Many who accept the sneer of Gibbon that 
those who rejected the N'lccan creed when It was for T 
mulated were mere victims of a dlpthonsv-'- forget 
that the change of a letter might muke the differ- 
ence between idolatry and true worship. fiui what- 
ever may be said for the necessity of exact definition 
and rigid adherence to an exact creed in the past, 
the exigencies of the time call for simplicity of 
creodal statement as a basis for the unity of Christ- 
endom and 1'kewlsc as a challenge to build speedily 
a kingdom of peace and goodwill among men." 

The same is essentially the spirit of a, student 
symposium on the subject, although many valuable 
thoughts are undoubtedly hidden under the conserv- 
ative theological symbolism of their language. Two 
McGill students, Cherra Sklllings. and "L,. Elless", 
are among the group representative of practically 
every university In Canada. 

Another feature of this, |ssue is the "Ca|| to 
Prayer" sept out by the officers of the Wor|d'« 
Student Christian Federation for the annual Btudent 
Day of Prayer this Sunday, February 21. "With the 
Movement" und several valuable book reviews — In- 
cluding one of the important recently-published books 
by nine nationally-known scholars and contributors 
to The Canadian Forum, and entitled "Towards The 
Christian Revolution" — complete the issue, together 
with several attractive half-tones of various campus 
scenes. But more timely articles of the type of Nell 
Morrison's "Patriots of "37" are sorely needed.

"Spotlight" by Clarence Bud(naipn

fUARENCE Budlngton Kelland adds to his long 
list of successful novels, this comedy in which 
Broadway and Park Avenue combine with hilarious 
effect on the story of a rebellion staged by a beautiful 
girl, abetted by an old man, who had not forgotten 
his purple youth. 

Bored with the round of pleasures of the Idle 
rich, appalled by the continual incompatibility of 
her parents and most of all exasperated with a hope- 
less fiance, Nadia Horne resolves to break: away 
from the seething herd of matrons who threaten to 
engulf her with motherly advice while her parents 
sojourn iu Europe. She finds in her grandfather, 
Geueral Peckham, a trustworthy ally In her scheme 
to era* h thu show business; and so with the gro- 
tesque figure of Poziy Muyper as her manager, and 
the deboualr Jeff Milner whose ambition if to marry 
un heiress, both backing her up, she eteps down from 
her Fifth aveuue pedestal and becomes Just another 
trouper. From then on her adventures at the ren- 
dezvous of Society, "The Fifteen" as an entertainer 
become more and more complicated, and finally ends 
In a colossal scandal involving the good o|d family 
honour. 

This is a wc|| written story. There are moments 
when the hard shell of cynicism drops from these 
social puppcU and they become al|ye with the emo- 
tions which their "set*' considers dated. The author 
portrays in simple but effective language, the shal- 
low snobbery of Park avenue, the scheming parasites 
who play upon the social weaknesses of Fifth Ave- 
nue and Riverside Drive; and iu contrast to all this 
the poignunt picture of a girl who is trying to find 
herself amid these conditions. There arc moments 
of extreme humour too when "the Genera)" Insists 
on recalling the redhead of '20 or the blonde of '15, 
but hi* stories are casually nipped in the bud by

The 
following Is nit example:

Her yearning for the peace and relief death brlngd 
Is particularly well Illustrated In theso four lines; 

I never seo that prettiest thing, — 
A cherry bough gone white with spring, 
But what 1 think, "How guy 'twould be. 
To hang nio from a flowering tree!" 

Then there are absolute masterpieces of exuberant 
humour that charm through their sheer originality 
and unexpectedness. This one Is a text-book on 
brevity in itself:

Music Review 



Mim Goldblatt's Recital , 

k PLEASINGLY balanced piano recital of classic 
numbers wus presented on Sunday night at the 
Mount Hoyal avenuo hall of tho Young Men's Hebrew 
Association by Miss Hose Goldblatt, who, only a few 
years ugo H uchleved the distinction of being uwarded 
the Montreal Scholarship to tho Hoyal College of 
Music, London, at thu age of sixteen. Sheet- tech- 
nical ability .was certainly the outstanding feature of 
the program, yet the .selections lost little In emotion- 
al interpretation at the hands of tho young artiste. 

After two rather juvénile .curtain-raising num- 
bers, the audience perceived thut the scholarship 
comltleu hud mude no mistake in their selection of 
Miss Goldblutt, when she played Bach's French 
Suite In G, the seven varying movements alt being 
well Interpreted, especially the guvotto and gigue. 
Her facility of touch and pur eusy udiiptutiou to the 
varying muods were Indeed a f|nu compliment to 
her training and her own skill, 

Thu climax of the program came In her rendition 
of Beethoven's Koriatu "Les Adieux, 1 ' Opus 81u, 
calling out the best of skill and comprehension In her 
playing. To say that It wus more forcible than me- 
lodious would be too strong a description. Lather, 
0i;e was given tho Impression that she was trying 
very hard to achieve u skilful representation of all 
the classical figures and emotional variations, und 
that the effort was a greut one. Yet, on the whole, 
her comprehension of tho work was fur from un- 
satisfying, especially In the lust movement, vivucls- 
slmanientc. 

The tenderness of Bralims's Ballade In G Minor 
und Homunce came as a pleasing contrast lo tho 
heavier numbers prcceedlng thcin, and It wus in tho 
delicate silver lace of Llzt'a Valse Impromptu and 
|ifs melodious Soueito del Petrarcu that her "genre 
do musique" wus most clearly established. Here she 
seemed most at case, and us a result, the effect 
prodrjeed was the most pleasing of all. Ono was 
conscjous uf neither the composition nor the pluylng, 
alone, but rather of tho combined achievement of the 
two which she blended so skilfully together. Chopin's 
Opus J2, Variations Brillantes, concluded tho pro- 
gram, a final tribute to her p|anistic ability, but not 
otherwise outstanding. 

T,hls concert came as one uf % series of Sunday 
evening entertainments which have been sponsored 
all through the winter hy the Y.M.H.A. Next Sunday 
four onc-uct plays will be presented as the conclud- 
ing portion of the Jewish urama festival, u minstrel 
show is billed for Feb. 27 und 1!S and March 1 and 2, 
while on March 21st comes tho concert of the Mont- 
real Amateur Symphony Orchestru, under tho direc- 
tion of John Kobb. Considering that the pr|ca |s
